The transactors In the Gold Room were en a very 


large scale, as compared with ihe recent daily vol- 
ume of business in that department, and to-mor- 
row's clearances bid lair lo exceed $.~>0,000,ODO. Tho 
bearish feeling in ijoid lias become quiie strong 
within the past mourn, and tlie persistent heaviness 
of the tnarlvCt lias at lengtn disnustcd many "bulls" 
who had bousht at high figures last summer, 
and who havs grown tired or iheir fruitless 
watching for an advance. The condition of tlie 
loan market indicates of course that much of 
Hie Uecilno n iihin this petiod is due to sales on 
speculative account, but evidence is nor wanting 
that a cieat deal of "long" Bold has been sold since 
it began to oc generally believed that the Secretary 
of the Treasury would mase soms startling move- 
ment during April in furtherance of his plans for 
refunding the five-twenties.

,-COSarul culling of an extraordinary cession of the 
Jfexlcaa Congress and of tha preliminary meeting 
of tliat legislative body on the oth Instant. It has 
peon itoncrally supposed and believed that the parti- 
pans or Mr. Lerdo had united with those of General 
JMaz in the deiermlaation to eliminate President 
(Tuxrcz Ircru f'ic content, and during the past forty- 
eiglit Hours It Is boldly made Kuowa on tlic streets 
and in tho pre,3 of the autl re-^loiitionlsts that Con- 
gress has been called together lor the sluglc p'irposc 
er attacking the administration and ir possible im- 
peaching President Juarez and Ministers Romero 
and Mejln,, of the Treasury and \V,>r Departments. 
! One hundred and fltty.six members wore present 
pt tuo opening preparatory session 0.1 the oin, and 
lor several days previous the wirepullers of the 
three candidates tor the Piesldc.'icy had been tiling 
Crery moans la their pov.-er to secure adherents to 
their respjelivc chiefs from among the deputies as 
.they arrived from tiie four corner.-* or the republic. 
The struggle has been over the appointment of the 
presiding officer, as lie is to nominate the commit- 
tees. The administration has appreciated the abso- 
lute necessity for electing Its candidate, in order to 
prevent or weaken the attacks wuicn are being 
threatened; nut as 'Mr. Lerdo is no longer asso- 
ciated with the administration Ike latter is no 
longer 
supported by his 
-wisdom, his judg- 


ment and his tact. 
On tlio contrary, all of 


Ills efforts are being bent to the destruction 
of the present administration. Tiie friends of Presl- 
ilent Juarez, however, were and are more nume- 
rous than tuose of either of the other two candi- 
dates, and, accoulingly, some r.eiv and startling 
measure was required in order to overcome that 
majority and to give greater hopes to such minor 
politicians and warriors in various portions or the 
-country a? had not yst taierx sides In the impending 
struggle. Such measure nas been the fusion of the 
deads oi Lerdo and Inaz for the purpose or calling 
•Congress together and impeacoiiig the President or 
Sis Ministry. 
It Is passible, also, that Congress 


tnay take nnon itself the interoretatlon of the 
constitution, so far as to declare that although 
Jts letter does not forbid 
the re-election of 


'Sir. Juarez for 
still another term, yet the 


spirit of the document Coos not permit 
a 


President to hold his ofllce longer than eight years, 
..tniis excluding Mr. Juarez from tho campaign as a 
candidate. The special partisans of General Diaz, 
although tit o alders and promo tors of this fusion, 
profess that tr.ey will never surrender their candi- 
date, anil tliat their present purpose is to dispose of 
-one of the three candidates. TP.e union resulted in 
the election of Mr. Zamacona, a strong Diaz man, 
•as President, and Mr. Lesras. a LerdlsEa, as Tics 
President. 
The remaining officers were equally 


divided among tne two paities As wiil be'observed 
fromaperosal of the following translation of yes- 
teruay's eurtorial article in t;ie Sig:o ^r/jr., -winch 
'advocates the election of Sir. Lordo, it is apparent 
lhat an earnest and probably revolutionary attempt 
rwill be immediately inaugurated to prevent the re- 
election of Mr. Juarez. The partisans of General 
-Diaz, more especially such as have no present occu- 
pation In the army, but who have military ambition, 
4ire openly declaring their intension lo revolt against 
any other government than suea as si-all Have as its 
aead Genera! Porfflrio Diaz. Tiie chances of tlio 
latter candidate are da-,ly improving from the present 
Indications, and the star of ilr. Juarez is apparently 
declining.

TIu liberals, divided among themselves on con- 


sidering tne different candidates, when they found 
that the real attack came from Die rc-elecUonist 
tendencies of tlio Power, united in order to flglit 
aeaiust the palace intrigues, and put asiue for a 
moment their differences to proclaim for common 
cause tiie immunity of the principles and perpetuity 
ol Die constitution of'67. 


Tne two factious, Lerdo and Diaz, into which Con- 
gress is divided, united on tno eveii'ng of the first 
prcpamtoiy meeting, aud. coininciiena>ngt!iatwiiilo 
they could not make a complete insisn, they cauld 
not lljlit agalusf the ministry, combined to choose 
from among the candidates which each faction 
should propose lor the Presidency and Vice Presi- 
dency llie one >vlilcli ciiance should decide. 
lu effect it was done so. and Mr. Zumaeona was 


elected President and Jlr. Lemus Vice President, in 
regard to tlie six secretaries three were given to 
each, one of tue contracting parties. 
In fact, to-day at half-past one P. J.I., as soon as 
there was a ((uorum, the sessions opened and tiie 
electoral strife commenced. 
In order that the censure should be complete the 
vote for President of tlie Congress was taken, call- 
ing tiie Deputies by ihe list, and it resulted in tlie 
election ol SeBor D. Manuel .Maria ae Zamacona, 
candidate ol the anti-re-election nartr, acaiust 73 
for Seiior jiancera. After the auuduncement of the 
vole by the chair Mr. Lemus was chosen Vice rresi- 
dentrby 84 to 71, wmcti Mr. V.ille received. 
In this manner the independent faction continued 
triumphing. Messrs. Alcalde, Sanchez (Atilano), 
Alvircz (Manuel), flermosiilo, Pentclie and TaUncon 
were elected secretaries. 
Ail the efforts made by the Power were dasnefl to 
pieces by the integrity and honesty ol the represen- 
tatives of tue people. The palace meeting—that 
group employed to perpetuate au Impossible do- 
minion, that of tne worn-out person or Juarez—ex- 
hausted in vain all tlieir elements or corruption, or 
intimidation and or flattery, even permitting the 
President of the republic and his Minister cr vrar 
to call for deputies, on whom thev thought or exer- 
cising some change in ravor or the re-election m- 
trlgaus. The true lepublicans, these who see plairly 
the extravagance or that government which, does 
not administer the laws aud winch entirely disre- 
gards public affairs, In order to secure by great ef- 
forts the prolongation of tne dlctature of Juarez, 
have known how to stand firm, following the inspi- 
rations of tlseir couscience- 
In a short tune we will publish tue names of the 


worthy representatives oi the people, and we will 
register some of tiiose who have passed over hun- 
dreds or leagues, comiug at the can of the country 
in danger. Moreover, we will bring to light also tiio 
secret of some unwortny intrigues of the Juarez 
circle. 
A few days since a Juarez paper said that the 
Lerilo party, like Napoleon ill., had imprudently 
thrown do .vii the glove, and mat it vras suffering by 
roasoa of it. The comparison snouid be made in 
another manner. The Mexican uesar. blind as 
respects h:s popalariry, the same as tlie French 
Cssar, has been launched into tsie abyss where all 
ambitious men succnmb, sapoleon could not die 
at the head of ills troops. Il' Juarez has not died \ 
nmons his troops he Has allowed his • good name to ~ 
be laifed and all the lustre of his past History. 
Bat tne republic has now more hope of being 
saved, because a Congress as independent as the 
present one wilt check "that criminal intent of me 
Cabinet *o destroy the liberty ot suffrage, and tho 
Congress of 1ST! will be tiie guardian or tue princi- 
ples, of the institutions, of order and or public peace.

Senate yesterday on the St. Domingo ques 
lion, which wo publish in another part oi' Hi 
p;ip«r, tixiy not be exactly the last nail iu tli 
cofliii of General Grant's administration am 
the radical parly! though it will go far to sea 
the fate of one or both. ' Itarely has there 
Ijcett delivered iu the halls of Congress a 
speech marked with as much ability or carry- 
ing more important political consequences in 
iU train. Though a long one, it Is terse, 
argumentative, statesmanlike and confined to 
tlie subject embraced ia the resolution submit- 
ted by the Senator. He does iiol discuss 
the general question of annexation or others 
bearing upon the merits of that, and only 
m.ilies a few incidental remarks to show that 
ho is not favorable to the scheme, but he 
attacks tha administration in the severeg: 
manner for usurpation of power an8 uulawfu 
employment of the forces of the United States 
in a foreign country and ' to uphold, a foreign 
iisurper. He proves by incontrovertible evi- 
dence — and that taken mostly from the official 
acts and records of the government — that the 
President has, in the language of the resolu- 
tion, without excuse or apology for interfe- 
rence, resorted to belligerent. intervention-ant 
acts of war on the coasts of the island ot St 
Domingo after the failure of the Dominican 
treaty ia the Senate, and that this was unau- 
thorized violence, utterly without support in 
law or reason, and proceeded directly from. 
that Magly prerogative. which is disowned by 
the constitution of the United States. In fact, 
Hr.

Joimson. There need be no fear that General 
Grant Trill bs impeached, however, except ia 
a political sense, and no one desires to see 
him brought to trial in any other way ; for his 
errors, grave as they may have been, arise 
from his ignorance of public affaire, his mEi- 
tary education and the mischievous influences 
around him, more than from lack of patriotism. 
or "desire to be a usurper. 


The evidence adduced by Mr. Sumner cor- 


roborates what our correspondent with the S: 
Domingo Commission stated as to the usurpa- 
tion, tyranny and precarious condition of the 
Baez government and the armed intervention 
of the United States to keep Baez in power. 
Indeed, it is doubtful if the Commissioners 
will venture to deny this, favorable as may be 
their report for annexation, and much as they 
may desire io help General Grant out of this 
St. Domingo dilemma. Mr. Sumner might 
have nsed stronger arguments against an- 
nexation, though he could hardly have made 
more forcible oaes againsi the conduce of ihe 
administration, had he not been trammelled 
by his negro sympathies.

unbiassed by radical negroism and blessed 
frith common sense could desire the incorpo- 
ration into our political and social life of such 
a debased and semi-barbarous population as 
that of St. Domingo.

Thiers, simply because the latter is not strong 
enough to make one. In the French capital 
the Mountain has everything its own way : in 
Lyons the regular authorities have been 
ousted and the Communists installed, without 
bloodshed and apparently with hardly any 
show of resistance. Stabbed to the heart by 
the very men who clamored loudest for it 
when the iron hand Of Napoleon crushed free- 
dom and sedition alike, constitutional liberty 
in France, nay, republicanism itself, gasps 
feebly its last breath, sinking piteously 
and ignobly. 
More and more melancholy 


grows the French news, which we publish 
daily, and this morning's is the saddest thus 
far received. But a few weeks ago M. Thiers 
was installed into office by an overwhelming 
majority, and, to all appearances, had the sup- 
port of the masses. To-day we read that at 
Versailles his government is regarded as de- 
funct : that threats are made that if he does not 
resign he will be removed, and that rumor has 
it that the Due d'Aumale will be his successor. 
The charge against Thiere is inaction, to 
which he replies that when he has one hundred 
thousand troops which he can trust he will 
inaugurate coercive- measures against the in- 
surgents. Can the Due d'Aumale say anything 
else? Does he possess the confidence of the 
French soldiers to a greater extent than If. 
Thiers? It is very doubtful if he does, to say 
the least.

At any rate, there ia absolutely 


less enthusiasm for any of the Orleans princes 
at the present moment than thero was for 
M.. Thiers two months ago. What chance, 
then, has the proposed new head of the French 


overnment against the organized canaille of 
Paris, when the probabilities are strong that 
the army assembled at Versailles has no anore 
confidence in him than it has in Thiers ? 


By a kind of mutual, though unexpressed, 


understanding the Versailles authorities and 
:he leaders of the Paris insurgents have 
avoided a conflict since the brief struggle at 
Montmartre. It is clear, however, that the 
situation in France must have a decided 
change before many days have passed. The 
National Assembly cannot afford to delay 
action, for every day which sees the insur- 
;ents practically unopposed strengthens them 
and weakens their opponents. Time in which 
to tamper with the troops is what the "reds" 
desire, and that is precisely what they are 
getting. But a few days ago Admiral Sais- 
set commanded a large force of "men of 
order." On Sunday they deserted him and he 
was forced to seek refuge in Versailles, 
leaving Paris in disguise. It is impossible

to

significance 


of this fact; for it embodies all the dangers 
and destroys all the hopes entertained for ihe 
immediate future of- France.

despatches from Paris and Versailles tell no 
exaggerated story of triumphant insurgents 
and a tottering government.

Bonaparte's Yisit to Windsor Castle. 
The Emperor Napoleon ihe Third visited 


Queen Victoria at Windsor Casile yesterday. 
ETis Majesty enjoyed a cordial reception from. 
the sovereign of Great Britain. The Queen. 
met tlie exiled dynast or Franoe in tlie same 
spirit of friendly hospitality with which she 
received Mm wlson lie was lodged in Bucking- 
ham Palace some few years since, her pear in 
the power and force of royalism. a faithful 
ally, a personal acquaintance and valued 
friend. The encouraging smile of genuine 
English society radiated from the Queen to 
her people. A very large crowd assembled in 
the castle grounds, the populace cheering Na- 
poleon enthusiastically. Lord Stanley delivered 
an address of welcome to the Emperor. The 
children of Marshal Canrobert were present, 
living mementos ef the rugged allied vic- 
tories of the Crimea and of the French bril- 
liancy of Magenta and Solferino.

ing we publish tho result of nu interview 
between the ex-Jjmpcror of Franco, Napoleoa 
111., aud the HKJEALU correspondent stationed 
nt WilhchnsuOlic. The iuterviuw is most inter- 
esting, inasmuch as it shows thai Napolcou is 
not going to repose quietly under tho disasterH 
which the last twelve months have crowded 
upon him. lie expresses much sympathy for 
unhappy France, and feels grieved to soo her 
torn and distorted by the disorders which no\v 
reign within her. Napoleon repeats what he 
has on more than one occasion before ex- 
pressed, that the National Assembly of Franc* 
as constituted at present is not a fair cxponcn t 
of the will of the people. M. Thiers, who is stig- 
matized as a ehrewd old wirepuller, lieconsidcrs 
fully understands this ; and Tliiers is prepared 
at any moment, according to the ex-Emperor'^ 
way of thinking, to change sides and exchange 
a republic for a monarchy. As an evidence 
of the unfairness in which the elections were 
carried out Napoleoa cites tho names of many 
distinguished Frenchmen who were driven 
from France by reason of the terrorism which 
prevailed. This terrorism, was inaugurated 
and fostered by the Gambelta republicans, r.nd 
prevailed all over Franco. Among the names 
of thosa who were forced to flee the country 
we see mentioned MM. Baragnay d'Hiiliers, 
Jerome David, Rouher, Drouyn de Lhays, 
For9ado de la Roquetle and Schneidor. ' 'The 
insensate 
decree of 
Gambetta 
excluded

former governments or been proposed only 
as candidates."

were returned to the Assembly he is silent in 
accounting for the remarkably large number 
of monarchists returned to repressnt the 
people. This point wag not touched on ; but, 
no doubt he has satisfied himself on that ques- 
tion if he has not spoken of it.

further on the election, Napoleon said tbat 
"representative elections in France hardly 
ever resulted in what should be expected — ex- 
pression of the real public opinion. I always 
had," he continued, "to look away from the 
representatives If I wanted to find out the 
will of the nation." These expressions show 
conclusively that his faith in plebiscites is still 
unshaken, and direct appeals to the people are 
weapons in which he has every confidence. 


Napoleon speaks bitterly of the raen he ele- 


vated to position, power and wealth, who, in 
his misfortunes, forsook him and turned their 
backs upon him. Some idea may be formed 
of Napoleon's intentions in the future, when he 
says that he does not intend to retire into 
private life, and that henceforth his "efforts 
shall be unceasingly directed against the 
rebels who have conspired for the ruin of 
France." President Grant's "cornucopia of 
panegyric over the monarchico-federal system 
of New Germany" he regards as an American 
expression of expectatioa of ''the early col- 
lapse of our pseudo republic."

Buckingham's Ideas About It, XucliiQlnff 
St. Domingo. 
The democrats of Connecticut, jubilant over 


tlie late unexpected and refreshing democratic 
victory in New Hampshire, cave high hopes of 
another clean sweep — Congressmen, State 
ticket and Legislature — and are woriaag witu 
a will to effect it. Ex-Governor Buckingham, 
however, now a republican member of the 
United States Senate, is hopeful that the gen- 
eral results of the election will show that the 
republicans of Connecticut are wide awake 
aud are not demoralized. He says that the 
New Hampshire disaster, instead of demoral- 
izing them, has set them to work j that the 
party canvass of the State ticket is exceedingly 
satisfactory ; that, at tha very best, the demo- 
crats can elect but two Congressmen, while 
down to two years ago they had three of the 
four districts into which the State is divided. 
As to the State Legislature, he thinks the 
republicans will have two majority in the 
Senate and at least CJteen majority in the 
House. 


The Senator says, furthermore, that "the 


St. Domingo question is brought up" daily, 
but, so far as I can learn, the people take no 
sort of interest iu it;" tbat "everybody seems 
to be opposed to annexation," aud that "as

opposed to it no issue can be made, and the 
democrats in Washington are discussing it." 
"All our Representatives in Congress are 
opposed to it/ while iu Connecticut "every- 
body seems to be opposed to annexation."
